Dr. Kellogg—!I am informed that these 
stacks sométimes contain hundreds of bash- 
els, and the buildings which contain them 
are very neatly constructed, so that neither 
rats. nor squirrels can find entrance. The 
properties of the acorn seem to be somewhat 
allied to that of the scarlet oak (Q. coccinec) 
of the South, inasmuch as it is poisonous 
while green. He had known of many _ hogs 
to die on account of having eaten them.—

Indian Disturbances at Puget Sound. 

In the Indian disturbances which took 
place at Puget Sound, it will be recollected 
by those who read the newspaper account 

published at the time that the officers and 
ecew of the U.S. Coast Survey Steamer Ac- 
tive were engaged. From the report of Capt. 
Alden, Commander of the Active, published 
ina city paper afew days since, we extract 
the following: | 


[have thought it my duty, under the cir- 
cumstances, aa for the information of those 
who have frends in that region, to give you 
an extract from my report to the Government 
touching that subject, which, if you think it 
of sufficient interest, you are at liberty to 
publish. The news of the disturbance reach- 
ed me at Victoria, Vancouver's Island, on 
the 30th of September, where we had gone 
tor supplies. 
* Thinking no time should be lost, I pro- 
ceeded the same night across the Straits, and 
anchored in a few hours at Dungeness. Soon 
alter, one of the settlers came on board, and 
gave me the following information in relation 
to the disturbance. He said that some thirty 
or torty natives had encamped on the sand 
spit opposite the settlement, when they were 
informed that there was an Indian among 
them who had murdered a white man near 
Port Townsend, some time during the month 
ot March last. The whites thereupon as- 
sembled to the number of five or six, and 
‘proceeded to arrest him; a fight ensued, 
Which resulted in their bein, ulsed, with 
one of their number waunded. in the neck.

We understand that a petition is about be- 
ing put in circulation this. city for signa- 
tures, asking the Board of Land Commission- 
ers to consider the claims of Capt. Sutter at 
the earliest possible period, and deeide there- 
on. 


As the Sailor Claim seems to be of the 
most importance at the present time, we give 
as brief, and as correct an account of it, as 
the opportunities we have had will admit of. 
The River being flumed for about 1200 feet, 
the several companies have been at work in 
its bed from four to six weeks. The celebra- 
ted Union Claim has been the most success- 
ful, and the Sailor Claim next. The latter 
was divided into 19 shares, and worked 60 
hands, day and night, averaging $2,000 per 
day. The Union, 24 shares, worked 125 
hands day and night, averaging $9,000 per 
day. The Wolverine Claim, 12 shares, work- 
ed about 60 hands, averaging about $2,500 
per day. The Cove claim, embracing two or 
three small companies, in all 20shares, work- 
ed 50. hands, averaging $2,000 per day.— 
These are known as the Sailor @laim, being 
a joint stock company so far as the Flume 
and dam are concerned. On the whole we 
may safely say, that it is the most substantial 
piece of work in California, and no doubt the 
richest that was ever worked in this country. 
The greatest amount taken out at any one 
day was 85 pounds, by the Unien Company. 
Since the above was written, considerable 
rain has fallen, and done immense damage, | 
washing away the greater portion of the | 
‘flumes, dams, &e., which will no doubt put 
an end to farther operations in the bed of the 
river. Already preparations are being made 
for digging in the banks; in fact, we expect 
to see, before spring, several of -the small 
hills in our vicinity entirely demolished by 
the pick and shovel. mo

Washington: 
“General Washington was at one time 
probably one of the greatest land-holders 
in the United States. His annual receipt 
from his estates, amounted in 1796, to four 
thousand pounds sterling.
